Tnat statement I now solemn! y 
reaffirm, and leave the truth with God, to whom 
also I commit myself, my children, and all who 
must suffer. | know full well the explana- 
tions that will be sought by many for this acknowl- 
edgmcht,—a desire to return to my husband, insan- 
ity, malice, everything save the true and only one, 
my quickened conscience and sense of what is 
due to the cause of truth and justice. During all 
the complications of these years you have deen my 
confidential friend, and therefore I address tbis 
letter to you, authorizing and reques you to 
secure its publication.

THE PLYMOUTH PASTOR INTERVIEWED. © 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
New Tonk, April 15.—A Times special from 
Waverly, N. T., says: Mr. Beecher lectured in 
this place this evening. On coming down from the 
platform he had placed in his hands a telegranhic 
copy of Mrs. Tilton's confession. He read it quiet- 
ly, and seemed in no wise excited. In 
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‘Nothing at present, cxcept to give it an 
explicit denial.’ He seemed to be more sorry for 
Mrs. Tilton than troubled about himself. I asked 
him, Do yon believe. Mrs. Tilton wrote this 
of her own mind, or was she influenced?’ He an- 
ewered, ‘I have nut spoken with Mrs. Tilton in 
over two years. I was informed several months

AN INFLUENCE WAS BEING BXERTED 
through her children and others to effect a 
reconciliation between herself send husband, but 
she energetically refused to consider it until he 
had publicly exonerated her from the charge 
brought against her. It was only a few weeks ago 
that the rumor came to me tnat she was in a mor- 
bid and self-condemnatory state of mind. 

„Has Mrs. Tilton ever intimated a conscious - 
ness of guilt before?’ 

** *So far from it that it is impossible to conceive, 
if her present confession is true, of such an elab- 
orate, prolonged, and extraordinary career of 
falsehood as she must have practiced. Upon her 
busband’s statement of his accusations before the 
Committee of the church she broke away from her 
busband's house and 
* REFUSED TO LIVE WITH HIM. 

She took refuge in the house of a dear friend to 
‘whom she gave an unvarying testimony 
of her own innocence, the baseness of her husband. 
She went before the Investigating Committee of 
Plymouth Church, and with wonderful pathos 
ciearéd berself of every charge of domestic infi- 
delity, and underwent the closest questioning. 
She broke friendship with former friends for 
doubting her statement in this matter. When the 
case was in the courts, after her husband's testi - 
mony, to the surprise of my counsel and 
of her friends, she/fése in the court and demanded 
of the Judge that she be permitted to 
TESTIFY TO HER INNOCENCE. 
She was examined grepeatedly by my counsel, and 
plied with the most searching questions, and, 
by her consistent and explicit testimony 
satisfied them all of her innocence, and 
won their esteem. When the Council of 1876 was 
called, several interviews were arranged between 
her and eminent gentlemen both of the clergy and 
of the law. In every case she _ satisfied 
-them of her absolute imnocence. Subsequent 
‘to that, at an interview artanged for the 
purpose of giving prominence to her declarations 
and form to her testimony, Which was taken down 
by a chort-hand writer, and which I believe to be 
still in existence, although I have never seen it, 
she elaborately and in detail 
RBAFFIRMED HER INNOCENCE 
and miner There are the most prominent instances 
of her uniform 4estimony. It should be borne in 
mind that she first charged me with thie offense to 
her husband. Upon my visiting hershe witndrew 
it in writing.

She then again and indignantly denied it, and 
left her husband's house, and for four years has 
continued, in every conceivable form and under 
the most solemn circumstances, to deny it untl.

news it. Against this long and tortuous career I 
oppose my uniform and unimpeachable truthful- 
ness.

WARM FRIENDS FROM CHILDHOOD. 
He frequently escorted her to and from the 
court-room during the famous trial of three years 
ago, and since that time, as before, bas been in 
constant communication with her. It ap- 
pears that her visit of to-day, while 
not According to appointment, was not 
altogether unexpected. It is stated with 
the ucmost positiveness that Mrs. Tilton called a 
number of her friends together avout four weeks 
ago, among whom were several of Mr. Beecher's 
intimate friends, including, among others, Ros-

Beecher, and it was so done, No response, how- 
ever, was returned to her, nor, so far as can be 
learned, was any action thereon taken by either 
Mr. Beecher or any of the parries concerned. Then 
there were consultations with other of Mrs. 
Tilton'’s friends, and it is quite certain 
SOME COMMUNICATION WITH MR. TILTON HIM- 
SELF, 
and the card as above was resolved upon. Mrs. 
Morse, Mre. Tilton's mother, knew of the object 
of her daughter's visit to New York, and approved 
of her course. Others of ber friends advised her 
against it, but she was thoroughly resolved. Mr. 
Wheeler brought the card to the newspaper 
offices late in the afternoon. At 6 o'clock 
Mrs. Tilton was found at her mother's 
house, No. 228 Madison street, Brooklyn, evident- 
ly having but just returned from her trip to this 
city. The house is one of a neat new row of two- 
story bigh-stooped brick buildings, just beyond 
Nostrand avenue. The shades in the windows 
were down, and there was nothing to indicate the 
presence of people within except two toy veloci- 
pedes lying upon their sides in the front area. 
MRS. TILTON 
had answered the bell in person, and the reporter 
was quite astonished at the change in her appear- 
ance. Instead of the elight, delicate woman in 
unrelieved black whore haggard, pale face was fre- 
quently seen in Judge Neileon's court-room during 
the progress of her husband's suit, there came to 
the door 
A PLUMP, PRETTY LITTLE WOMAN 
with rosy cheeks and bright eyes, a quick strong 
step and erect carriage. The mourning-gown had 
given place to a stylish, ciose-fitting dress of dark 
goods, plentifally ornamented with blue ribbons. 
There seemed to be a much greater proportion of 
gray in her naturally black haf than there 
was two years ago. The reporter saw only a 
vague resemblance of herself as she looked early 
in the trial, but a closer likeness to her as she ap- 
peared when in mourning towards the close of the 
suit, andshe arose awaiting the reply of the 
Judge tober written appeal for permission to 
testify. 
MRS. TILTON RESPONDED PLEASANTLY. 
The reporter had with hima copy of the card 
furnished by Mr. Wheeler. Showing it to her, 
and asking whether she had indeed written it, 
and was desirous that it should be published, 
Mrs. Tilton flasned violently and cast down her 
eyes. Then, after a moment, she said: 
The card was written by me. 
And you authorized Mr. Wheeler to make it

bade the reporter good evening. To this house in 
Tilton went when she separated from her husband. 
She visited a great deal in Orange, N. J., but 
made Brooklyn her home. There she tried to 
gupport herself by teaching music, and, it is 
said, though not so positively, dressmaking, 
but her income never exceeded $30 permonth. A 
few months ago ill-health forced her to abandon 
teaching, and it is an open secret that, under the 
pretext of providing for his children, Theodore

SENT HER A GENEROUS ALLOWANCE. 
He lately gave her for herself a costly Indian 
shawl. There were four children. The two who 
are now with their mother, and who afforded Mr. 
Tilton an excuse to see his wife, are the two 
boys, Carroll and Ralph. Florence and Alice, 
their sisters, are in Stuttgart, in Germany. 
at school, and are underat (particularly the 
elder one, Florence) to have often urged a recon- 
ciliation between their parents. This seems now 
a question of only a few weeks, and the evidence 
all points to a speedy and perhaps permanent re- 


union. 
MR. BEECHER 


left town this morning on the 9 o'clock train of the 
Erie Road, and lectured at Waverly, N. Y., to- 
night.

He appeared in the best spirits, and his counte- 
nance was lighted up with a genial smile. 

„ DON’T KNOW,”’ 

said Col. Beecher, to-night, ‘‘whether my father 
expected anything of this sort or not. We never 
talked to him about it, but I will say, for my part, 
that Iam not surprised. I have known for the 
past six weeks that Mr. Tilton has been visiting 
his wifc, and I was prepared for something of this 
sort. 

‘* What reason could Mr. Tilton have for desir- 
ing his wife to do as she has done? 

**Callit hatred, malice, revenge, love of noto- 
riety, or what you will,“ answered Col. Beecher. 

The reporter asked Col. Beecher when he had 
first actually heard such a confession was to be or 
had been made, and the Colonel replied, *‘‘ An 
hour since 1 was for the first time 
told of it by a friend. You can well 
understand. that. as Mr. Beecher's son, I 
do not care to discuss this matter.

The Tunes says a prominent member of Plymouth 
Church, and one of the Cnurch Investigating Co- 
mittee, when shown a copy of the confession, 
read it through two or three times, and then, with 
a sigh, said: Poor Beecher. So he ‘has got 
to bear this."’ He did not think the old battle 
would have to be fought over again, but would fall 
flat after a few days. Neither did he believe the 
confession would change the opinion of any 
one. So far as Piymouth Church is con- 
cerned, they were unanimously of the 
opinion that Beecher had been the 
subject of the vilest, most maligaant, ana cunning 
scandal ever concocted, and believed him entircly 
innocent of the charges brought against him. He 
denied that it wasa matter of life and death on 
the part of the church to sustam Beecher, and 
that they were doing it order to save the 
church. Had there been even the smallest mi- 
nority in the church who believed Beecher guilty 
he could not have remained in Plymouth Church a 


moment.

BEECHER’S CBLEBRATED DENIAL. 
The Rev. Henry Ward ‘Beecher, in his 
letter to the Investigating Committee 
of Plymouth Church, July 22, 1874, sald: ‘‘To 
every statement which connects me dishonorably 
with Mrs. Elizabeth R. Tilton, orwhich in any- 
wise would impugn the honor and purity of this 
beloved Christian woman, I give the most ex- 
plicit, comprehensive, and soléma denial ."’ 

FRANCIS B. CARPENTER, 

the artist, said that the style of the letter was 
evidently Mrs. Tilton's, aud that he knew Ira 
B. Wheeler to be her legal adviser and intimate 
friend. He had not received any iatimation from 
any source that such a letter had been or was to be 
written, and expressed astonishment that Mrs. 
Tilton should have taken such a step without ad- 
vising with other persons. There had been a rumor 
in the Plymouth Church congregation that Mrs. 
Tilton was trying to bring aboot a reconciliation, 
but it had not been traced to an authentic source, 
and was generally discredited. 

WHEN TILTON RETURNED FROM EUROPE 
he received a communication from Mrs. Tilton's 
lawyer asking for pecuniary assistance, and took 
steps to have an interview with her, mercly 
in regard to business matters. As neither 
party has taken any measares to procure & 
divorce, Ti'ton considers himself under obligation 
to make auequate provision for his wife. His pe- 
cuniary contributions have all been dictated by 
this view of the case, and not, he believed, by any 
wish to pave the way for any feadjustment of his 
family relations. 

HE Is VERY RSTICENT 

about the matter. Others may be deeper in his 
confidence than I am, but I have no reason to be- 
lieve he was privy to any such communication, or 
that he in any way influenced if On the contrary, 
it has the manner of a tardy act of justice, and is 
like Mrs. Tilton in its impulsiveness.

We print elsewhere a complete list of bills 
introduced in Congress from the beginning 
of the session to March 26 representing pri- 
vate claims from the South We have here- 
tofore printed a summary of the claims for 
public improvements in the South, reaching 
the aggregate of $192,000,000. The private 
claims foot up $10,247,793, which, added to. 
the public, make over 36202, 000, 000 with- 
out reckoning the monster cotton-tax 
claim of $82,000,000, thaf the South 
has asked for in a single sesgon. As 
is stated by the New York Tribune, from 
which we take these figures, this amount is 
undoubtedly far below the actual sum asked 
for. According to the estimates of Judge T. 
W. Bartury, counsel for a large number of 
claimants, the aggregate will reach over 
$300,000,000! Oonceding even that the 
amount does not exceed the former sum, it 
makes a very suggestive exhibit for our 
readers. If the South can demand two hun- 
dred millions in a single session, befoge it is 
in complete control of the Government, what 
will be the capacity of its maw when it is in 
full power, and can take what it wants with- 
out asking? Are we not about to pay a 
pretty heavy price for peace and reconcili- 
ation with our Southern brethren? Is it not 
a little immodest, not to say greedy, on 
their part to demand that the entire public 
Treasury shall be turned over to them be- 
cause they are willing to remain in the 
Union and obey the laws of the country ?

Circumstances have changed very much 

since the House bill repealing the Resump- 

tion law was passed. At that time the whole 

energies tf the Government and of the 

money interests of the country were directed 

to an enforcement of resumption on an 

exclusively gold basis. Specie payments 

were demanded in gold com with a full 

knowledge that gold was scarce, and that, 

in consequence of the demand for it by all 

the nations of Europe, it had an artificial 

value, increased by the demand of the United 

States for nearly $300,000,000. If that 

policy was to be maintained, then the repeal 

of the time fixed for resumption was not 

only just in itself, but necessary to avert 

general ruin and distress, and the House bill 

when it was passed represented public sen- 
timent as it then existed under the circum- 

stances of that date. 

But there was also at that time pending a 

bill to remonetize silver. The direct effect 

of remonetizing silver was to deprive gold of 

its artificial, high value, destroy itsexclusive- 

ness as money, and reduce its current value 

for all general purposes to that of the silver 

coin. With gold and silver at the same money 

value, and the coinage of silver large and con- 

tinuous, the practicability of resumption had 

an entirely new aspect. The silver discus- 

sion revealed the strong belief that to restore 

the silver dollar would greatly facilitate re- 

sumption, and this belief induced a very 

strong support to the Silver bill. After this 
first bitterness of disappointment, the op- 
ponents of silver confessed that resumption 
in gold could only have been accomplished 
by the most extraordinary stringency, forcing 
the paper currency out of circulation and 
reducing the values of all other property 

to zero. The Secretary of the Treasury 
was among the first to acknowledge his error, 
and frankly confessed that, with silver coin 
as authorized by the bill, resumption was far 
more feasible. The Senate Cotmmittee, of 
whose members a majority would have been 
in favor of passing the House repeal bill had 
the Silver bill failed, have adopted these 
four measures, which will generally be ac- 
ceptable to the country : 

The first is the issue of 4 per cent 
bonds, exchangeable at par for legal-tender 
notes. A bill to this effect has already 
passed the Senate. It provides for the sale 
of bonds of the denomination of $25, $50, 
and $100, which bonds will unquestionably 
be taken by the public. This will at once 
give the greenbacks a permanent value 
equal to that of the coin bonds. The 
second point is to make  legal-tender 
notes receivable for customs dues at 
par with gold and silver, to which 
there can be no reasonable objection so long 
as the notes are redeemable in coin. This 
provision is to take effect in July, 1878, and 
will give greenbacks an additional permanent 
equality with coin. The third provision re- 
peals the part of the Resumption law which 
was intended to reduce the amount of legal- 


| tender notes to $300,000,000 by the with- 


drawal of greenbacks to the extent of 80 per 
cent of the new circulation’ of National 
Bank notes. As the greenbacks are now 
at par, practically, with

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at resumption in gold. The fourth and last 
point in the Senate Committee bill is to so con- 
strue the Resumption act that the greenbacks 
paid into the Treasury in exchange for coin 
shall be reissued and form part of the 
natonal currency. The legal limit of legal- 
tender notes is $400,000,000; the amount 
now outstanding is something less than 
$350,000,000 ; and, while removing all doubt 
as to the permanent character of the green- 
backs, the Committee have not agreed upon 
a sum at which the limit shall be fixed for 
the future. It is probable that there will be

It should be borne in mind that there are 
now some $150,000,000 of gold in the 
country; that the mints are coining an 
average of one million of dollars of gold and 
one million of dollars of silver each week ; 
that the greenbacks are now practically at 
par with gold; that gold drafts can be 
bought on England at one-fourth of one per 
cent or 25 cents on the $100 premium, 
and the addition of eight millions of coin 
per month to the volume of currency pre- 
cludes any such scarcity of coin as will 
warrant any run on the Treasury in January 
next. There is hardly any probability that 
there will be such a demand for coin in 
exchange for greenbacks as to furnish any 
doubt of the ability of the Treasury to carry 
out the law. 

Taking these four measures proposed by 
the Senate Committee as a whole, they will 
furnish the United States with a currency of 
coin and paper as good as that of England, 
and one especially similar to that of France. 
In France the currency consists of gold, sil- 
ver, and paper, all equally legal-tender. The 
currency of the people is mainly silver,—the 
paper money being in notes of large denom- 
inations, but the gold, silver, and paper are 
all interchangeable at par, the difference, if 
any, being in favor of the paper, when it is 
to be used outside of France, because of its 
convenience. If this measure agreed upon 
by the Senate Committee shall become a 
law, our currency will have the same parity 
of value as has the currency of France, and 
the long-vexed question will be solved, and 
a permanency and stability reached to which 
our currency has long been a stranger. 

THE NEW ATTACK ON SCHURZ. 

Like the doctor who always threw his pa- 
tients into fits as a preliminary to a cure, 
because he knew how to handle that disease, 
the Implacablgs in Congress are willing to 
resolve the whole controversy with the 
President into a concentrated attack on Sec- 
retary Scuvurz, because they believe that his 
removal will render restoration of machine ap- 
pointments practicable. This is understood to 
be the basis of the recent reorganization of 
the Congressional Cyfnmittee. This view of 
the matter seems entirely probable, because 
from the very first more hostility has been 
shown towards Sononz than towards any 
other man in the Cabinet. Key was and is 
a Democrat, and his appointment, it would 
naturally be supposed, would be more offen- 
sive than any other to strong partisans ; but 
the irreconcilable Congressmen have said all 
along that they were better satisfied with 
Key than with Scuurz. Evanrs was a Lib- 
eral Republican like Scuurz, so that opposi- 
tion to the latter on that ground should have 
excited equal opposition to the former ; yet 
it is weil known that the opposition to 
Evakts is mainly of a personal character and 
led by Senator Conxuiixec, while the fight 
against Scnurz is general. It is necessary, 
therefore, to look for some special explana- 
tion of the offense which Secretary Scuvurz 
has given to the Congressional extremists 

A good many circumstances have been 

cited to account for the particular hostility 
that Scuvrz has excited among the Congres- 
sional politicians,and all of them perhaps have 
more or less bearing on the case. For one 
thing, it is recollected that Secretary Scuuzz, 
exceedingly sharp with his tongue and fear- 
less in debate, while he was in the Senate 
gave some of his colleagues such severe 
knocks that they haye not yet recovered 
from the sting of his blows. This explana- 
tion, so far as it goes, is certainly more 
creditable to Mr. Scuun« than to the men 
who pursne bim for purposes of spite. It 
is also said that Scnonz's opposition to 
Grant during part of Scnunz's membership 
of the Senate is the warrant fcr the hatred 
which Gen. Grant's strong partisans still 
entertain towards him. But this cannot be 
all of it, for Mr. Sumner, and other promi- 
nent Republicans who still have the respect 
of the Republicans in Congress, opposed Gen. 
Grant just as openly in the San Domingo 
scheme and other measures. If one should 
judge from Mr. Bgarve’s speeches while 
he was defending the timber-thieves, the in- 
ference would be warranted that Mr. Sonvrz 
is particularly hated because he was born a 
ſrermaa, but we are not prepared to believe 
that all the discontented men in the Senate 
and House partake of the same nativistic prei- 
udices as the plumed night” from Mame. 
Of course, Secretary Scuurz’s constant and 
consistent efforts to reform the abuses in his 
Department have caused him to run against 
many corrupt private interests. He has 
prosecuted persistently the timber-thieves, 
the Indian-thieves, the pension-thieves, the 
patent-lobbyists, and the office-brokers, and 
in doing so he has necessarily encountered 
the ill-will or many Congressmen who have 
thas seen proteges of theirs removed" or 
baffled. At the same time, two things must 
be admitted on all sides, viz.: (1) Mr. Scuvurz 
has confined his reform efforts strictly to 
his own Department; he has uniformly 
attended to his own business, and 
let other people's wusiness alone; and 
he has followed out the line of the Cin- 
cinnati Republican platform. (2) The charge 
cannot be made that Mr. Scuurz has used 
the power of his position to bring Democrats 
into office, or otherwise injure the interests 
of the Republican party. In all the reforms 
he has accomplished and set in motion, he has 
not found it necessary to go ontside of the Re- 
publican party to find proper agents to work 
them out. The special rancor entertained 
against Scuurz cannot be accounted for, 
then, on party gréunds, because, since he 
has been a member of the Cabinet, he has 
been as strict a partisan as BLA, Howse, or 
Cox xo would have been in a similar po- 
sition.

expressed by one of the Cungressmen who 
is a party to che conspiracy, and wno 
eaid: ‘* Nothing has injured the President 
with the strong men of his party more 
than the influence of Sononz over the Ad- 
ministration.”

Under these circumstances, it is 
Scuunz’s duty to remain steadfast without 
regard to the Congressional conspiracy, and 
itis the duty of the President to retain 
Scnurz in defiance of all such protest as 
has been made against him thus far by the 
would-be office-brokers. 


THREATS OF THE CUSTOM-HOUSE RING. 
Our Washington dispatches state that 


several New York Congressmen have re- 


quested the President not to make another 
attempt to change the New York Custom- 
House officers.” We were quite prepared 
for this sort of a flank movement. The poli- 
ticians and the press of New York have main- 
tained absolute silence on the subject of the 
pending investigation touching alleged frauds 
in the New York Custom-House. They have 
not given it an encouraging word. They have 
utterly ignored the strong circumstantial case 
made out by Taz Tam in advance of. the 
appointment of the Commission. But this 
studied silence implies neither ignorance nor 
innocence of the gross abuses which Tue 
Tarox has assaulted, and which the Com- 
mission is laboring zealously to uproot. The 
politicians are primarily responsible for these 
abuses, in that they have insisted upon the 
subjection of the 
House to the absoute control of the 
Machine. From its legitimate function of 
collecting the revenue it has deen 
diverted to the advancement of the schemes 
of political ambition. And the press of New 
York City, notwithstanding the fact of its 
almost solid opposition to the designs of the 
politicians who control the Custom-House, 
has aided them in prostituting it to the 
basest of uses. The secret of this refusal of 
the press to denounce the notoriously-cor- 
rupt management of the chief Custom-House 
of the country is the apprehension that a re- 
form of its abuses will result in the diversion 
to the West of a large share of the importing 
business of New York City. This is con- 
spicuously true of Harper's Weekly. That 
journal is bitterly hostile to Senator Conx- 
LING, and ardently desires to deprive him of 
the aid of the Custom-House Machine, by 
displacing his adherents intrenched there. In 
almost every issue of his paper Mr. Curtis 
demands the removal of Collector Anrnon 
and Naval-Officer Cornett. The demand is, 
however, based solely upon the theory that 
officials placed in power by the machine 
cannot be expected to institute measures 
of reform in Oivil-Service administration. 
Mr. Curtis cannot be ignorant of the fact 
lately rendered notorious and indisputable 
by the admissions of H. B. Jau, Chief of 
the Customs Division of the Treasury De- 
partment, and A. K. TMOLx, Chief of Special 
Agents, that the revenue is being robbed of 
many millions annually through the ineffi- 
ciency of the heads and the corruption of 
the subordinates of the New York Custum- 
House, Why does Mr. Curtts refuse to as- 
sign this reason for his demand for the re- 
moval of ArTHuB and CornetL? There can 
be but one ground for the refusal, namely : 
a fear that the importing interests of New 
York City may suffer through the inaugura- 
tion of genuine reform in the management of 
its Custom-House, and that Harper's Weekly 
will be held responsible by the merchants of 
New York City for the destruction of their 
monopoly of the importing business of the 
country. The attitude of the press of New 
York City on this subject is disgraceful to 
the last degree. Not one of the journals of 
that city dare enter upon the controversy in- 
volving the honor and integrity of its Cus- 
tom-House management. Not one of them 
dare deny the charges preferred by Tan 
Trrsune. Yet, in general terms, each and 
every one of them seizes the smallest oppor- 
tunity to eulogize and puff the officials who, 
at best, are allowing the customs revenues 
to slip through their fingers into the pockets 
of a gang of thieves to the amount of at 
least a score of million dollars every fiscal 
year. © : 

The cowardly silence of the New York 
press does not, however, deter the BNWORHAM 
and HDS Commission from the steady pros- 
ecution of their labors. The case made in 
Chicago was strong enough to consign the 
New York Oustom-House management to 
everlasting shame ; it has been strengthened 


at St. Louis, and it will be made still strong- 


er at Cincinnati. This investigation is the 
Nemesis of the rascally importers who have 
been robbing the revennes in the chief city 
of the country. It is destined soon to over- 
whelm them ; and it will crush, also, the pol- 
iticians who dare to defend the thieves. The 
dispatch already quoted shows thata sense 
of insecurity is creeping over the Customs 
Ring. The evidence of it is that they appeal 
to the power of the Machine. Several New 
York Congressmen have requested the Presi- 
dent not to disturb the New York Cus- 
tom-House officers. Such attempt, they 
say, would iesult m the loss of two 
or three Republican Congressmen in 
that State. This ruse will not serve. The 
Republican party cannot be strengthened by 
a compromise with fraud and rascality. It 
cannot afford to ignore a great crime on the 
theory that it will gain votes thereby. 
Better lose two or three Congressmen.” 
But it will not lose Congressmen by probing 
the New York Custom-House frauds to the 
bottom. Is it proposed by the ring to trans- 
fer its votes to the Democratic party in cer- 
tain districts out of revenge for its prosecu- 
tion? Very well. Let the transfer be made, ' 
and let the country know the reason why it is 
made. If the Republican party loses two or 
three Congressmen in the State of New 
York on account of its enmity toward 
a pack of thieves, it may gain two 
or three dozen Congressmen in other 
States for the same reason. This threat 
addressed to the President is empty and 
meaningless. It is an insult to the Repub- 
licans of the State of New York, and it is 
nothing more. New York City may desire to 
retain the whole importing business of the 


country, even at the expense of frauds aud 
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m, but the rural districts of New 
York State do not share this dishonest am- 
bition, and they will not seek to be revenged 
upon the Republican patry for its effort to 
purily the | of the customs 
service of its oh city.

DEMOCRATIC BUNCOMBE BEATEN. 

When the election of Doorkeeper was 
pending in the Lower House of Congress 
last week, the Democrats and Confederates 
were embarrassed by having presented to 
them as candidates Gen. Fimo and Gen. 
Suterps. The former was educated by the 
country at West Point, but betrayed it and 
went into the Rebellion. The latter was 
happily described in the debate preceding 
the election as a Union veteran of two 
wars, and wounded in both.” He fought 
gallantly and bravely against Mexico and the 
South. The sympathies of the Democrats 
and Confederates in the House were natu- 
rally with the Rebel Fro, and they made 
him Doorkeeper, Gen. Sms receiving but 
twenty votes. Fearing that such a marked 
approval of the Rebellion would have a bad 
effect at the North, where it is still unpop- 
ular, the Democrats and Confederates then 
turned -about and passed a resolution re- 
storing Surerps to a Major-Generalship 
and putting him on the retired lust and 
giving him an annual pension. It was well 
understood at the time that this resolution 
was merely for buncombe, for it was con- 
trary to all precedent, law, and justice. The 
Democrats and Confederates cared nothing 
for old Union Suretps. If they had cared for 
him, they would have given him the honor 
able employment which his friends asked for 
him. The nature of this buncombe was we 
exposed yesterday by Senator Sancrat, who’ 
submitted an amendment to the House joint 
resolution, proposing to put on the retired 
list, on all equal terms, all the other Mgjor¢ 
Generals who fought for, the Union. This

Several Sena- 
tors gave notice,” says the report, 
that they will move to add names 
to the bill when it comes before the 
Senate for action.” We do not see, indeed, 
why the provisions of the bill should stop 
with the Major-Generals. The Union Brig- 
adiers, who have not been equally fortunate 
with their Confederate brethren in getting 
into Congress, deserve to be retired as much 
as the Major-Generals; the gallant Colonels 
must not be neglected; and the Majors, 
Captains, and Lieutenants are entitled to 
their share.

The motion of Senator Sarcrent is a good 
one. It exposes the insincerity of the Con- 
federates for old Gen. Sureups, and it sub- 
jects them to the necessity of denying to 
other gallant Union officers that which they 
pretend to be anxious to give him. . 


Boes McoCarrrey, determined to play 
out the farce in which he has undertaken to 
appear in the character of Reformer, has 
published a letter in one of the evening pa- 
pers; he affects to be very much injured by 
Tux Trrsunz’s exposure of his scheme to 
control the Council, but still more injured 
at the alleged probability that he will lose 
his seat in that body. He says that the 
bummer element of the ward was confined

In somewhat striking contrast to 
this self-sufficient claim to unadulterated 
purity, we may cite the following account 
from the Democratic Times of Sunday of the 
progress made in the work of showing that 
MoOarrrey’s election was secured by fraud: 


Mr. Coor zn, the attorney for Mr. Wasa, is 
confident of his ability to prevent McCarrrey from 
taking his seat, and says that almost enough evi- 
dence has now been obtained to oust him. e has 
discovered a very large number of fraudulent votes 
and says that a patient inquiry has failed to revea 
that any of the parties who cast these votes live in 
the ward. The registry gives the residences, but 
none of the parties seem to have ever lived in the 
places so given. There are over 100 who have not 
been found at the places indicated on the registry, 
and before the week is over as many more are liadle 
to be found who have no nabitation in the ward. 
The longer the inquiry is pushed, the more glaring 
becomes the fraud perpetrated on the day of elec- 
tion, and the stronger the conviction that a lar 
number of outside voters were imported for Mo- 
Carrrey's special benefit. The case is already a 
very strong one against McCarrrey, and the pros- 
pects are that he will never be allowed to take his 
seat. The Aldermen, to whom the information of 
fraud has been imparted, are very strong in their 
belief that it will never do to accept of the fruudu - 
lent votes, and declare that their duty is plainly to 
give the seat to Mr. Walen. They will reject the 
votes, and count only such precincts as were con- 
ducted without fraud and intimidation. If this is 
done, McCarrrey has not a ghost of a show to 
ever become an Alderman.

‘+The American people have confe the power 
of borrowing money upon their Government, and, 
by making that Goverument supreme, have shielded 
its actions in the exercise of that power from the 
action of local Governments. The grant of the 
power (to sell bonds) is incompatible with a re- 


_ straining or 3 and the declaration 


of supremacy is a declaration that no such re- 
straining or controlling power shall be exercised. 
. . «+ The right to tax the contract to any extent 
when made must Operate on the power to borrow 
before exercised and to have a sensible influence 
on tne contract. .. . tax on Government 
stock is thought by this Court to be a tax on the 
contract, a tax onthe power of the United States 
to borrow money on the credit of the United States, 
and Paap repugnantto the Constitution.

There are other decisions equally pointed 
and emphatic, but the above covers the 
ground with distinctness. We invite the 
attention of Mr. Goupy and his platform 
committee thereto, and also ask their atten- 
tion to the ridiculous, unpatriotic, and un- 
constitutional position in which they have 
placed the Democratic party in the State in 
the coming campaign.

This resolution, while full of vinegar, doesn’t 
seem to have bad much effect on the Demo- 
cratic State Convention.

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AMUSEMENTS. 


THE DELUGE AT HAVERLY’S. 
This is a dramatization of a portion of the Book 
of Genesis. The adapter has evidently read the 
first chapter of Paradise Lost and some of Byron's 
Cain, and in his struggle to combine these various 
poetical aceonnts of the origin of evil has produced 
a wondrous mass of inconruities in the form of a 
drama, the exact character of which it would be 
impossible to define and pretty dificult to de- 
scribe. Provably a solemn Presbyterian would 
look upon the piece as a blasphemous burlesque 
of sacred things; but those who remember Brother 
Moody's picturesque descriptions of Babylon, 
Nineveh, and other buried relics ot 
the fore world,—wherein he introduced such 
realistic sketches as Jonah mounted on a dry-goods 
box, —might be inclined to see the matter in anoth- 
erlight. We donot believe there was any inten- 
tion to raise a laugh at the expense of that unfor- 
tunate transaction which brought death into the 
world with all our woe: the author doubtless was 
possessed with a sincere desire to popularize and 
revivify the tragic story of our first rents—poor 
simpletons seduced by the arts of a wily adversary. 
But whether intentional or not, the effect upon 
the audience was decidedly as mirth-provoking as 
any comedy, sucha curious commingling was it 
of ancicnt mysteries and modern Black-Crookeries. 
The first three acts are as serious as could well be 
imagined. There is the fall of Lucifer from Heaven to 
the pit—which is brilliantly illuminated, by the 
way, and made highly attractive by a dance of de- 
monesses in white muslin, De Rosa and Palladino 
doing brave work to amuse the arch fiend—and a 
terrible curse against mankind, conneivea in true 
melodramatic spirit. Then follows the scene in 
ise, the entrance of the serpent, the tempta- 
the fall. After that comes the murder 
of Abel by his big brother Cain, the act ending 
with an impressive curse by Adam, and the en- 
trance of the angel with the flaming sword. A 
— of some 1. 400 years intervenes between the 
third and fourth acts, in which we are introduced 
to the same class of people, dressed just the same, 
but with different names. Adam is trans- 
mogrified into Japhet, and Eve has become 
Noema—and the villain’Satan still pursues her. itis 
not quite clearly shown whether Satan is really in 
Jove with the daughter of earth, or whether he is 
utting all that on as a subtle dodge to accomplish 
is hellish designs. Certainly he manages to heve 
a jolly good time of it while roaming around, for 
right before the deluge—having stolen Japhet's 
bride away from him—he evokes a troop of ex- 
cellent dancers, who succeed in making everything 
as lovely as possible, until the anger of Heaven is 
finally aroused and everything goes to wreck and 
ruin except the favored ark of Shittim wood, 
which is seen dimly in the distance moving at the 
rate of about 2 knots an hour. In the 
dramatic sections of this play there is a chance for 
much magnificent roaring on the part of Satan, 
which character is intrusted to Mr. T. W. Keene. 
He plays it in dead earnesi, and he plays it well. 
just like a roaring lion. Miss Helen made Tracy a 
graceful, willowy Pre, slender, and tall, and tender: 
and ner Noema was like unto it. Mr. Mestayer 
was a very portly Cain, and the contrast between 
him and the diminutive Adel was so remarkable as 
to cause an involuntary laugh when he undertook 
to throttle the ye 
— the drama was a good deal of an un- 
conscious burlesque, and the real attraction lay in 
the dancing of DeRosa and Paliadino, aided by a 
well-arranged ballet by the Kiralfys. The scenery 
was occasionally good, although not by any means 
of such merit as to excite much enthusiasm. The 
house was weil filled last evening, and the applause 
was frequent and hearty. 


THE OTHER THEATRES. 

The Exiles entered upon the second week of 
its representation here both at McVicker’s and at 
Hooley's last evening. Holy week is not a very 
auspicious ode for the success of theatrical enter- 
tainments, and neither of the houses contained 
much of an audience. 


THE CINCINNATI CONCERTS.

Cincinnati, O., April 15.—The auction sale of 
seats for the May muéicai festival began to-day.

THE ILLINOIS CENTRAL BRIDGE.

It was acknowledged by contractors that only 
about half the bids were legitimate; that is, the 
parties making them had no intention of carrying 
them out if they got a contract, it being an easy 
matter, and costing but little, to withdraw in favor 
of another, whiie money can be made by so doing.

CITY FINANCES. 
THE WAY OUT. 

A reporter yesterday met a gentleman who has 
for years been acquainted with city affairs and ask- 
ed him what he thought of the proposition submit- 
ted by the Speeial Committee of the Citizens’ As- 
sociation in regard to increasing the valuation: 

** This plan, said the gentleman, ‘* will not do 
at all. The law roquires u full cash valuation, but 
the practice of years has been against 
it, and it will be impossible to 
secure it. Besides, the Constitution does 
not require it. All it insists on isy that the taxes 
Shall be uniform as to persons and property, and 
that uniformity can be secured without the full 
cash valuation as well as with it. 

Have you any idea as to the way in which the 
city can get out of its present position?“

GETTING BEHIND. 

** But tell me, first, how is it that the city has 
slipped behindhand a year in the collection of its 


taxes?” 

It is owing to the breakdown of the old sys- 
tem, and aleo to the attempt to carry out two sys- 
tems with one eet of machinery. In the primitive 
days of this State the city needed very little 
money, and collected that little with great ease. 
Under tue first charter of Chicago, back in 1837, — 
and under that charter, by the way, only house- 
holders or persons who paid at least $3 a year in 
taxes were allowed to vote.—city officers were 
eleeted in March. They figured out what money 
they needed, and began 0 collect it along in 
August, and were through with the process before 
the close of the year. Even at a much 

later day, the fiscal) year began in March or April. 
when the city’officers were clected, the warrants 
went into the Collector's hands in October, most of 
the mogey was collected by December, and the tax 
sales for the remainder took place whenever the 
Council ordered them, —never any later than March 
of the following year. Under this system the city 
got along pretty well in its primitive days. It vor- 
rowed money to float it along, but it had to borrow 
but for afew months. It got behind considerably 
along in 1860 and 1861, but was given authority to 
fund its indebtedness in bonds, and thus hada 
fresh start. But, under the new Constitution, it 
was provided that there should be but one Col- 
lector and one tax sale. Then it became neces- 


sary to 
CARRY ON TWO SYSTEMS, 

as I said, with the samfe machinery. The County 
of Cook made, in September, 1876, say, its appro- 
riations to cover the expenses from December. 
876, to December, 1877, and it began collecting 
in December, 1576, the money with which to pay 
the expenses of that month. It collected the bulk 
of its taxes by April, and about that time it had 
spent only about five-twenticths of the appropria- 
tion, The city, on the other hand, had made in 
the spring or summer of 1876 the appropriations 
to cover the expenses for the year, and did not 
begin collecting anything on them until December 
of 1876. It was collecting then for the expenses 
of 1876 at the same time that the county was col- 
lecting for the expenses of 1877. Thé coun- 
ty was in no baste about its tax 
sale, because, even ff it did not take place until 
July 1. but half its year was then over, and it was 
delinquent in nothing, for it had collected money 
vee to pay all its expenses up to that date. To 
the ef however, it was a serious matter, because 
July of 1877 was six months from the expiration 
of the city’s fiscal year. It will be found impos- 
sible, I think, to satisfactorily continue these two 
systems where one municipality collects before it 
spends, and the other collects after it spends. The 
vatter may be helped somewhat by giving the tax- 
oks to the Collector in October, by allowing him 
to make his delinquent returns in February. 
and by having the tax-sales in April. But while 
that would be a great benefit to the city, it would 
be a matter of profound indifference to Cook 
County, the only one being benefited being the 
County Treasurer, who would have more money in 
his hands fora longer time. As yon see, it was an 
easy enough thing for Chicago to get along when it 
spent only $200, 000 a year, when it had no bonded 
debt worth speaking of, and no peremptory pay- 
meuts of Interest to de made twice a year. Now. 
however, it seems to me, spending as it does about 

„000, Oe, the system of paying before you col- 
ect is impracticable, and the city should put itself 
somehow or another in the position of the county, 
and collect before it pays. 

a **HOW CAN THAT BE DONE?”’ 

The first thing todo is to change the General 
Incorporation act. That provides at present that 
the Council may fix its fiscal year, and that, during 
the first quarter of that fiscal year; it shall make 
the appropriations which are to run the city during 
the year. That is to say, the city must run for 
three months before it makes an appropriation, 
incurring an indeotedness, and having nothing to 
pay it with. Then, in August, it must certify to 
the County Clerk the amount it needs tor, say, 
1876, and then, in December, the Town 
Collectors will begin making their col- 
lections. Under the present law. therefore, the 
city is inevitably twelve months beluindhand. This 
can be cured by asking the Levisiature, when it 
meets in 1870. to amend the law so that it may 
read as follows: The City Council of cities shall. 
within the last quarter of each fiscal year, pass an 
Ordinance to be termed the annual approvriation 
bill, in which such corporate authoritities may 
appropriate such sum as may be dcemed necessary 
to-defray all necessary expenses and liabilities of 
such 42 for the ensuing fiscal year.’ It 
willalso be necessary to make a further amend- 
ment allowing the Council to certify to the County 
Clerk ip October or November, instead of August. 
the total amount of its appropriations for ail cor- 
porate purposes. 

How WILL THIS WORK !“ 

‘*‘Assuming that the Levislature passes the 
amendment next spring, it will go into force in 
July. In February. 1879, the Council will make 
its appropriations, as usual. for the fiscal year 
1879, such appropriation being collectible in De- 
cemoer of 1878. The bill will go into force, as ! 
said. in July. Then in October, 1879, the Coun- 
cil will make an appropriation for its expenses for 
the year 1880. which will also be collected in De- 
cember of 179. .

But in that case the burden of taxation will 
be so heavy that no one can stand it.. 


would think. The appropriations for cach of these 
two years—1879 ana 1880—must be made very 
light, --thatfor 1880 especially so. It can be made 
light for thie reason: Supposing there were no 
change in the system, and appropriations were 
‘made for 1879 for the construction of sewers, 
viaducts, and similar works. None of the money 
would be collected until 1880, and none, or but 
very little, of the work could be done until that 
year. But the money for the appropriations 
of 1880. under the new system, would be- 
gin coming in in January of that year, and 
could de used immediately. That is to 
Say, you can get your 1580 appropriation 
just as quick as vou do your 1879. The city could. 
therefore, dispense in its 1879 appropriation with 
making a solitary appropriution for any improve- 
ments—sewers, school- houses, viadncts, or street 
improvements. By cutting off every one of those 
and razeeing On everything else. the appropriation 
could be orought down to surprisingly low igarea. 
It is true that it would pinch and hurt, but it is 
cheaper ip the long run, for in five orsix years 
enough would have been saved in the cost of ma- 
‘terials furnished to cover the entire appropriation.
